Continuation of 3. NOTE: Limitations of the shape have not been previously submitted. However, based on applicant's arguments, it 
appears applicant is trying to claim and aruge the -EXTERIOR shape-. If applicant intends to further pursue this applicatin, examiner 
suggests that -a top edge defining an exterior shape- is the limitation matching the argument.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the dashed lines were not intended to represent 
axis lines, but to show 4 curved sidewalls convex to the interior (the 4 sections each "enclosed" by each dashed line) and 4 rounded 
corners concave to the interior ( the four sections remaining and not enclosed by the 4 dashed lines). The axis bisecting the side walls 
and the axis bisecting the corners would be drawn thru 2 opposite corners and 2 opposite sidewalls. Examiner notes that "substantailly 
symetrical" can include an exact mirror image that is rotated 180 degrees, as is the case of the symettry of the sides bisected by the axis 
bisecting the interior through 2 corners. See attached for axis lines.. 
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
